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Dear Sir: 

The Notice of Allowability mailed on 07/14/06 contains an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance. 

According to the Statement, claims 1,13, 25, and 27 are allowable because they recite "the at 
least one gm-cell is adapted to be configured to have substantially zero transconductance by selectively 
applying a single input signal to the first and second input nodes using the switch circuitry." In addition, 
claim 28 is allowable because it recites "the tuning circuitry stores tuning control information for the at 
least one filter section such that the at least one filter section can be tuned intermittently." 

First of all, claims 25 and 27 do not recite the language quoted by the Examiner. In particular, 
neither claim 25 nor claim 27 recites a gm cell that is or can be configured to have substantially zero 
transconductance "by selectively applying a single input signal to the first and second input nodes using 
the switch circuitry." 

Moreover, each of claims 1,13, 25, 27, and 28 recite additional language not cited by the 
Examiner.
